When the count of radioactive 


iodine 131 in milk reached 
an 


average of 580 micromicrocuries 
per clay during July in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, the dairy industry 
(here undertook voluntary control 
measures. 


The Public Health Service at 


the time said these measures in- 
cluded shifting dairy herds from 
fresh pasturage to stored feed, 
nnd diversion of some fresh milk 
supplies to production of butter 
and cheese to allow time for the 
iodine 131 to decay. 


Last year the council set guide- 


lines for radiation intake and es- 
tablished the maximum safe limit 
on iodine 131 at loo micromicro- 
curies per day, or 3,500 per year. 


"The council believes that indi- 


vidual 
fallout 
situations require 


individual evaluation before spe- 
cific action is taken," the report 
said. 


"Radiation exposures anywhere 


near the guides involves risks so 
slight that countermeasures may

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Ar 


kansas Education Association de 
cided Saturday to proceed with ef 
forts to get Initiated Act No. 1 
adopted Nov. 6 despite developing 
high'r'l'evel opposition. 


The AEA board discussed the 


matter at a closed session, then 
scotched rumors that the AEA 
might abandon the proposal. 


The act, placed on the ballot by 


petitions circulated by the AEA, 
would allocate a minimum of 50 
Per cent of general revenues to 
public schools. The AEA contends 
schools got only 43 per cent of 
such revenues in 1960-61. 


The board said Act 1 was the 


only proposal advanced to correct 
this "unwholesome 
situation." 


The Legislative Council Friday 


ordered a study of the act after 
several members-warned that its 
adoption could upset the state's 
fiscal balance. 


Perry County Rep. Paul Van 


Dalsem 
predicted flatly that it 


would bring on a tax increase or 
a new tax. Guaranteeing 50 per 
cent of revenues to schools would 
short budgets of other state agen- 
cies, Van Dalsem said. 


Act 1 failed to get endorsement 


of the state Board of Education, 
which administers school matters 
and budgets school funds., Support!
